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A Los Angeles advertising 
man who has just become a 
national spolesman for the 
American Independent Party 
came to Washington yesterday 
to say that the Nixon Adminis- 
tration is trying to ignore' the 
10 million Americans who 
voted for George C. Wallace. 

“I do not wish to make rash 
statements so far as the con- 
duct of his ' office is con- 
cerned,” Ejhparpr 

said of the President's record 
to date. 

But, said the deep-vojced, 
mustachioed, . 38-y e a i*-o I d 
Shearer. “I am not sure that I 
am reassured by Mr. : Hum- 
phrey’s praise of Mr. Nixon.” 

Shearer said nearly two- 
thirds of the electorate voted 
for “major changes” in na- 
tional policies by supporting 
Republican candidate Nixon 
or independent candidate Wal- 
lace rather than Democrat Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey. 

But the Nixon Administra- 
tion seems to be giving the 
people “more of the same,”"he 
said — first a Democratic Ad- 
ministration that “bites off” 
new programs, then a Republi- 
can Administration that 
“chews and absorbs” them. 

He particularly criticized 
the appointment of former 


CORE chief James Farmer as 
an assistant secretary of 
Health; Education and Wel- 
fare. He labeled Farmer “a 
(long-term racial agitator.” 

He voiced a surprisingly 
dovish view on Vietnam, de- 
claring that “probably the best 
solution to the thing would be 
to put out a press release say- 
ing the war is won and bring 
the boys home.” 

Referring to the President’s 
European trip, Shearer said 
that “wining and dining with 
the crowned heads of Europe” 
is r not the way to end the wan 
Shearer was elected last 
weekend , to a four-year term 
as chairman of the national 
committee of a coalition of 
American Independent, .Con- 
servative and other minor par- 
ties that backed Wallace last 
year. 

He said he has had no con- 
tact with Wallace, observed 
that the Alabamian “has been 
singularly quiet since the cam- 
paign” and said he thought 
Wallace’s silence at this time, 
is “good politics.” 

But, he said, “candidates 
come and go ... if this organ- 
ization is going to be strong 
enough to survive it has to be 
able to survive the loss of a 
candidate.”
